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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Board of Selectmen organized the first Monday in 
March with Edward C. Wanczyk as Chairman, Frank C. 
Reynolds, Clerk, and Edward J. Matuszko as the third mem- 
ber. Meetings were held every Monday night at 7:30, with 
the single exception that if a holiday fell on a Monday, the 
meeting was held later in the week. 


1956 was a busy year. Some work, with specified com- 
pletion dates, was carried over from the previous year. The 
hurricane repair work, financed by the State, was to have 
been completed by mid-summer but required an extension of 
time. 


The new Hopkins Academy landscaping was a project 
unto itself. And since there were no bidders for the comple- 
tion of this work, it was undertaken by our capable and ver- 
satile highway department, under the supervision of Mr. 
Joseph Zatyrka. Under the state laws, the payments to be 
made to communities such as ours by the School Building 
Assistance Commission, are held up until a final audit is 
made of the entire project. This made it mandatory that the 
work be done as soon as possible. The job undertaken is a 
splendid example of the work that is done by the highway 
department. The parking areas were graded and hardsur- 
faced, the lawns seeded, the drainage ditch put into a desir- 
able order and the sewage disposal unit groomed to a trim 
appearance. The sidewalks were elevated and hardened from 
the corner at Middle Street to a point beyond the new school. 
The tree belt, outlined by the new asphalt curbing, also re- 
ceived its share of landscaping. For proper completion of this 
undertaking, the greater part of three months were con- 
sumed. However, since all state engineers were engaged in 
the supervision of the vast hurricane flood repair projects in 
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other parts of the state, there was a delay in the layouts and 
stakings of highway projects in our community. This delay 
gave us the opportunity to enhance the appearance of the 
grounds in the center of our picturesque town. 


HIGHWAYS 


With the increased use of the automobile the care of 
roads has become a major project especially in the winter 
time. As time goes on we become more demanding of service 
in making the roads safe for winter travel. We have had more 
late storms than is usual, continuing into March and April 
and early storms in the fall of 1956. The unexpected expense 
of sanding, plowing and removal took much money, which in 
an ordinary season might have been spent on repairs and re- 
surfacing of roads. In the future we should not spend the 
entire allotment for winter highway work from Chapter 81 
funds and still keep in good condition the present layout of 
roads. Proper maintenance requires that roads be resurfaced 
more often than at the present time. If the public demands 
that the roads be plowed, scraped and sanded for reasonably 
safe travel, more money will have to be allocated to the high- 
way’s winter account. 


Since Chapter 81 was started in the late twenties, there 
was a great attempt to get as many miles of Hadley’s roads 
out of the spring mud as soon as possible. Much of this work 
has been completed but in so doing, other projects were on 
the short end,—such as drainage which was left for later 
improvement. And now this perennial problem has come to 
the fore, requiring greater attention. When new develop- 
ments, such as the Rocky Hill section, are changed from 
forest lands which hold water, to roofs, yards and driveways 
which spill water onto the highway, the problem becomes 
acute. It takes some time to find out what such new condi- 
tions require and what can be done with funds available for 
the purpose. The public must be patient for drainage is a 
problem which is common throughout the town. Demands are 
usually made by the citizens during mid-season when alloca- 
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tions have been made. It should be noted that there is a limit. 
to the amount of work that can be done with available funds. 
Sometimes expensive alterations and corrections must be 
postponed to another season and at other times spread over 
a period of years. Though each individual considers his case: 
of utmost importance, it must be remembered that the Select- 
men are under an obligation to serve the best interests of the 
town as a whole. 


THREE HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY 


The Selectmen request they be empowered with the right 
to appoint several committees in preparation of the forth- 
coming tercentary celebration to be held in 1959. It seems 
desirable to have at least one committee which would organ- 
ize some publication of this great event. And it would seem 
to be in order to decide the proper time for this affair. In 
making a study of weather conditions which have prevailed 
over a period of several years, the last week in July should 
offer the most ideal conditions for this occasion. The records 
of the last ten years show that the showers are of short 
duration and occur after midnight during that period. 


Judd’s History of Hadley, written in the late fifties, of 
the last century, and completed by Lucius M. Boltwood on 
the death of Sylvester Judd, is the best chronicled history of 
our Town from its founding up to the late 1850’s. The next 
edition, published in 1905, contains an “Appendix to Present 
Editions, Notes on the Recent History of the Town bringing 
the record of important events down to 1905”. This appendix 
contains but seven pages as compared with the 455 pages of 
the history itself. With such a great need for a historical 
summary of events of the past century and with such enor- 
mous reservoirs of information at hand there exists a definite 
challenge for a student of history to bring Our Book to date. 
There is no question but what these past one hundred years 
have been years of great changes in population and physical 
characteristics. Should the newly proposed highways become 
a reality we shall be subjected to the most radical changes 
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in years. And because everything passes in time, we hope that 
sufficient interest is generated by the coming tercentary that 
some one person is stimulated sufficiently to bring the chap- 
ters up to date. Though the ranks of those who took an active 
part in the progress of the century is diminishing at a fast 
rate, our modern methods of recording data should provide 
sufficient information from which the prospective historian 
can glean the wheat of the years. As we all know, many 
things of vital interest to a small community never reach the 
editor’s desk, therefore resort must be made to the archives 
of Forbes Library under title of Dr. Franklin Bonney and 
Elbridge Kingsley Manuscripts. : 


TOWN HALL 


It is the consensus of the Board of Selectmen that ex- 
tensive repairs be made to the enormous porch of the Town 
Hall. Though the wooden flooring and steps have weathered 
the years in good stead the time has come when further re- 
pairs would be but a temporary delay. Hasty repairs were 
made to the floor at the time of the last election because of 
its decayed condition. Though the Hall is not in immediate 
need of painting, certain spots need retouching at the present. 
time. 


The vault storage which was plagued by a dampened 
condition has been corrected by the installation of an electric 
dehumidifier. 


SIDEWALKS 


Changing patterns of highway travel have forced the 
construction of hard top sidewalks for pedestrian use. Streets 
which were formerly used by local traffic are now carrying 
high speed through traffic which seeks to avoid the traffic 
lights and the congested school areas in the center of town. 
It is characteristic of all persons, young and old, to use avail- 
able hard surfaces for foot traffic. Areas which are subjected 
to frequent use are South Middle Street and the North end of 
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West Street. With the use of both Bay Road and North Lane 
growing each year, our school children should be protected 
from the hazards of vehicular traffic by construction of good 
sidewalks. With our major projects out of the way for the 
present time, we are in hopes that more time and money can 
be put to the many other deferred items that need attention. 


STREET LIGHTING 


The modern system of lighting which has been installed 
on part of Russell Street, has proven very satisfactory, even 
during periods of dense fog. The lighting has sufficiently illu- 
minated the areas to reduce the hazards to pedestrians near 
the churches, schools and Post Office. Extension of this sys- 
tem of lighting to other areas of our town will depend entirely 
on the willingness of the citizens to appropriate the money. 


HIGHWAY EQUIPMENT 


The average age of the trucks in our highway depart- 
ment is getting near the 10 year mark, and we must begin 
a program of replacement that the burden shall not fall on 
any single year. Since the repair bills have been extensive of 
late, the Board requests that two new trucks be purchased 
this year. 


CHAPTER 718 


The Town, through its selectmen, proposes to ask the 
state for the maximum funds allowed under this act. When 
the Board makes a determination as to what roads should 
be improved, the District Engineer is consulted for his ap- 
proval. If approved, then the Town shall vote the necessary 
monies under an article proposing the same. The Town does 
not match any part of the funds so voted and no construction 
is begun until the Town Treasurer receives the check from 
the State Treasurer. 


In conclusion we should like to voice our appreciation for 
the splendid cooperation we have received from the highway 
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department, the fire department, the police department and 
all others who have given of their best to make our town a 
better community. We have found that the cooperative spirit 
which has prevailed the past year has made our task less 
burdensome. It has been and is our intention and purpose to 


do what is best for the general good of the citizens of the 
Town of Hadley.

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STATEMENT ON INSURANCE PLAN 


This is a detailed statement concerning the factors governing 
the plan whereby Town employees might be covered by contributory 
insurance. This would not take effect until 1958, as it would take 
some time to gather all the required information, and tabulate the 
results and estimates of the costs. 

To All County of Hampshire Employees and Town Employees: 


We are pleased to announce a plan for contributory group life, 
accident, hospitalization, medical and surgical insurance for all 
Hampshire County employees and towns and their dependents to be 
effective on this Saturday, December 1, 1956. 

Life Insurance 


$2,000 will be paid to your beneficiary in event of your death. 
Accidental Death and Dismemberment 


$2,000 will be paid to your beneficiary in event of accidental 
death. 


Note: This means that a total of $4,000 is paid to the beneficiary 
in event of an accidental death. 
Hospitalization 


Full semi-private care for treatment in any licensed general, 
acute contagious disease, or maternity hospital for 120 days on each 
hospital admission. Semi-private benefits for both mother and new- 
born baby for 10 days on a normal pelvic delivery. Private room pa- 
tients will receive a board and room credit of $14.00 a day plus all 
ancillary services at the semi-private rate of payment. 

Medical — Surgical Benefits in the Hospital 


Payment from a $300 Fee Schedule to your surgeon, assisting 
surgeon on major surgery, anesthetist and medical doctor on a non- 
surgical admission for a minimum of 120 days. 

Private-Duty Nursing 


90% of the cost of private-duty nursing for patients while they 
are hospitalized with any major disease, operation, or illness as de- 
scribed in the Prolonged Illness Certificate. ($300 maximum on this 
benefit. ) 

Out-Patient Care 


Payment to your doctor whether services are rendered in his 
office, your home or the out-patient department of a hospital for first 
aid immediately following an accident (including up to $50 worth of 
x-rays to diagnose the extent of the injury), treatment of fractures 
or dislocations, second and third degree burns, and also benefits for 
major endoscopic procedures. Patients requiring x-rays for diagnosis 
of illness or disease receive the benefits of the diagnostic rider which 
provides for x-rays in excess of $15 on a co-insurance basis. 
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Prolonged Illness Certificate 


Up to $5,000 in additional benefits after a person leaves the 
hospital with any listed major disease or disability. Benefits include 
extended medical care in the home or doctor’s office. 75% reimburse- 
ment on prescriptions and the purchase of medical appliances (wheel 
chairs, hospital beds, ete.), 100% of the cost of rental of such appli- 
ances, x-rays, laboratory examinations, visiting nurse services, physi- 
cal therapy, and the like. Please note that these extended benefits 
are available without first being hospitalized only for fractures. On 
all of the other major diseases the patient must first be treated in 
the hospital so that a positive diagnosis can be made. 

Service Benefits 

Our program will provide that if a subscriber’s family income 
does not exceed $5,000 per year, the physicians will accept the insur- 
ance fees as payment in full for most of their services. 

Cost of the Plan 

Hampshire County will pay one-half of the cost of the above 
program for all of its active employees. The monthly payroll deduc- 
tions for your share of this program will be as follows: $2,000 Life 
Insurance and $2,000 Accidental Death Benefit. The exact rate for 
this coverage cannot be determined until all of your applications 
are completed. However, your share should be less than $2.00 per 
month. 

Hospitalization, medical, surgical, diagnostic and prolonged ill- 
ness coverage: 


Single Employee Family Contract 
$2.37 a month $6.78 a month 
Signing a Waiver ; 
The law stipulates that all of our employees shall be covered on 
the effective date of the plan (December 1, 1956) unless we have a 
waiver signed by the employee indicating that he or she does not 
wish to participate. Therefore, you will automatically be covered for 
the above program unless you take immediate steps to sign and re- 
turn your rejection statement to either your department head or to 
our offices. Please understand that if you sign a waiver, the insur- 
ance carriers could refuse to accept your application at a later date. 
We sincerely hope that you and your family will enjoy a healthy 
and happy New Year. This new plan should prove most beneficial, 
however, should you need its services.

During 1956 the circulation of books totaled 6,315 for 
the Goodwin Memorial Library, a gain of 1,010 books over 
1955.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Hadley Public Health Nursing Committee is com- 
posed of a group of townspeople who have volunteered to 
assist the Board of Health of Hadley to make the work of the 
Public Health Nurse most effective in carrying out a program 
of Nursing, Education for Health, and Preventive Medicine. 


The Committee met every last Friday of every month to 
hear reports of the preceding month, and plan for the one 
ahead. The outstanding achievement was the safeguarding of 
Hadley’s children with 600 injections of Salk vaccine, the 289 
injections of triple antigen (to prevent Diphtheria, Whoop- 
ing Cough, Tetanus) and checkup for 28 Pre-school children 
at the Well Child clinic. Members provided transportation and 
assistance as needed in order that all children could be pres- 
ent at the clinics. The statistics of Mrs. Vanasse’s work dur- 
ing 1956 indicates the prominent part injections play in mod- 
ern treatments. 


Under nursing care Mrs. Vanasse reported giving 234 
sub-cutaneous and intermuscular injections (these include 
allergenic, cortisone, demerol, perandrin, duracillen, triple 
antigen). She made 7 prenatal and 2 postnatal calls; follow- 
ing the Pre-school Well Child clinic she visited 13 children to 
give help to mothers in carrying out the Pediatrician’s sug- 
gestions; 11 calls were for the medical care of acute or chron- 
ically ill; 26 visits were to give enemas, or bed baths; 20 calls 
were to give post-operative care in the home; 1 home ap- 
praisal visit was made at the request of a Hospital; 42 edu- 
cational advisory visits were made; 2 first aid calls; 4 sham- 
poos given; 2 calls for ring-worm; 16 visits were because of 
swollen glands, mumps, chicken pox, or measles; 2 trips were 
made to the Leeds Sanitarium for X-rays; 8 trips related to 
improving hearing with tests at The Clarke School and a 
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study of hearing aids. Mrs. Vanasse reported travelling 883 
miles in her work. She assisted at all the clinics which pro- 
vided 889 shots of protective vaccines. At her home she ans- 
wered about 175 telephone calls relating to the clinics, and 
about 85 concerning illnesses. 


During the weeks when Mrs. Vanasse had a leave of 
absence on account of illness Mrs. Frederick Callahan, Mrs. 
Earle Parsons, Mrs. Donald Shipman provided professional 
nursing service for the Town. 


The Treasurer, Mrs. Henry Drozdal gives the figures for 
1956 as follows: $1373.08 was spent for salaries; $66.25 for 
mileage; $12.34 for supplies; $65.00 for Well Child Clinic; 
$81.87 for postage, printing, and telephone making total cost 
of $1597.54. The balance of the appropriation, $402.46, was 
returned to the Town. The fees collected by the Nurse 
amounted to $211.00 and these were given to the Town each 
month. 
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The informative folder which was prepared and mailed 
to Hadley homes was planned to let all know about Hadley’s 
Nurse. Following a careful investigation of the costs of a 
series of talks for prospective parents the Committee decided 
to postpone plans for a PreNatal Clinic in Hadley. Northamp- 
ton has given Hadley a cordial invitation for all prospective 
parents to attend PreNatal Clinics held in Northampton.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1956. 


In following the procedure of the past years, all electri- 
cal installations have been inspected in the Town of Hadley, 
and found to be proper. 


Our building program has continued at about the pace 
of the past year with the result that there were many in- 
spections of the wiring of homes, their heating systems and 
the many home appliances. 


In my report for the year 1955 a suggestion was made 
that the Town adopt a by-law which would have some regu- 
latory measures concerning the electrical installations in the 
community. Because of the indifference of small communi- 
ties to take active steps in that direction, the Legislature 
enacts laws which are forced upon us. Some times it is more 
suitable to a locale to have moderate regulation passed by 
those who are acquainted with its problems. A by-law re- 
quiring a permit to wire a building, an oil burner or what 
ever the appliance may be is not such a serious encroachment 
upon our rights. Many dangerous situations would be avoided 
if qualified personnel did the necessary work. 


It appears that the year 1957 should be another year of 
much building and the adoption of some regulations now 
might save us many headaches in the future.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Worthy Citizens of Hadley: 


The School Board was organized at the regular meeting 
on February 15, 1956. 


Present at this meeting were the following members: 
Walter Wanczyk, Miss Ellen Callahan, Stuart Russell, Fred- 
erick C. Riel, Superintendent, and Ed Gronostalski. 


After reelecting Ed Gronostalski, Chairman, and Fred- 
erick C. Riel, Secretary, members Mrs. Helen Hahn, Ellen 
Callahan, Stuart Russell, and Walter Wanczyk, formed the 
contingent for the 1956-57 School Board. 


Now, to revert to the beginning of 1956, and to list the 
following major accomplishments: 


1. The Board voted to continue the Remedial Reading 
Program. 


2. A new power mower was purchased. 


3. Teachers’ salaries were studied and increases were 
voted. 


4. A raise of one hundred dollars ($100.00) was voted 
to the janitors and became effective in September, 1956. 


5. The corridor doors and porch floors in the gymna- 
sium were repaired and painted. 


6. The basement toilet, ceiling, walls, and partitions at 
Russell School were painted. The plastered walls of the three 
upstairs classrooms at Russell School were also painted and 
the porches repaired. 


7. The ceilings, walls, trim, and floors of both the boys’ 
and girls’ toilets at Hooker School were painted. 
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8. The lobby and stairway to the first floor landing at 
Hooker School were painted. 


9. The heavy damage and mess at Hooker School which 
was caused by vandalism had to be taken care of. The plan 
of restitution for this vandalism which was handed down by 
the Court at Northampton, will eventually reimburse the 
Town fully for these unkind deeds. 


10. Mrs. Bertille Dragon was hired as an assistant to 
Mrs. Richardson in the kindergarten. This group began with 
68 pupils—the largest group since the beginning of kinder- 
garten classes in Hadley. 


11. After a very short “meeting of the minds’ session 
with the Honorable Selectmen of our Town, the School Board 
Chairman and the Superintendent of Schools were given per- 
mission to have the school busses fill up with their gasoline 
requirements from the Town Highway Department pump. 
This course of action represents a considerable saving on each 
gallon of gasoline used. 


12. A new driver education car was acquired for $1.00 
from Blyda Ford Sales, Incorporated, with the understanding 
that it will be shared with Hatfield. A grateful School Board 
wishes to say at this time “thanks Tony” for this event. 


18. The heating system at Russell School was converted 
from coal heating to oil heating. 


14. The School Board unanimously voted to accept offi- 
cially from the Hadley Building Committee the new Hopkins 
Academy Building as of December 10, 1956. 


Now that the new Hopkins Academy Building is com- 
plete, one cannot help expressing the thought that another 
period of growth for our school has been attained. If one 
should read up on Hopkins History, he or she would find that 
there were various periods in Hopkins’ growth which were 
outstanding. As an example, some claimed around 1900, that 
the period of the School’s greatest growth and prosperity 
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was attained during the decade from 1830 to 1840. The pre- 
vailing spirit at the time was very high as enrollment reached 
new highs, and the corps of instruction improved immensely. 

The same kind of spirit is alive today, and history will 
continue to be written on the progress of Hopkins just as 
long as we are able to have earnest teachers to inspire enthu- 
Siasm in study, and have graduates who will say “I’m thank- 
ful that I went to Hopkins.” Isn’t it a wonderful feeling for 
graduates, now, or in time to come, to say that they have 
gained, what they have in the way of learning, discipline, and 
culture, at Hopkins Academy ? 


In closing, a sincere “thank you” to our Teachers, all 
School Personnel, the Police Department, and the Board of 
Health. Also, another sincere ‘‘thank you” to the Honorable 
Board of Selectmen and the Highway Department for their 
willingness to cooperate so quickly and expeditiously in school 
matters.

SCHOOL BUDGET 


School support absorbs so large a portion of public funds 
of every community that the business management of those 
funds is one of major consideration. The school system is the 
largest local enterprise to whose support the public contrib- 
utes. Over one-fifth of the total population of the Town of 
Hadley is cared for five days a week within the walls of its 
various school buildings. It is to be expected then that the 
annual financial investment in our schools will usually ex- 
ceed the amount expended for any other publicly supported 
activity in the community. 


It should be stated here that the school budget is pre- 
pared after much study and careful analysis in terms of local 
needs and resources. The Superintendent has the responsibil- 
ity of originating the budget. After he has given the problem 
careful consideration, it is presented to the School Committee 
and the problem receives further study with an attempt to 
reconcile the educational needs with the economic ability of 
the town to support these needs. The final decision as to what 
shall be supported and what amount of money shall be re- 
quested is a matter of the responsibility of the full School 
Committee Board as the elected representatives of the people 
of the town. 
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Finances are the supporting power back of program and 
personnel. Without finances the educational process would be 
greatly reduced. The people of Hadley take a great pride in 
their schools and there is plenty of evidence that they have 
always been willing to provide adequate funds for the sup- 
port of their schools. Our citizens have always been con- 
cerned with and willing to provide educational facilities for 
our boys and girls. 


Items of Interest 


1. Hopkins Academy is a member in the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. This indicates 
that our program and our standards are approved by this or- 
ganization which is made up of practically all the New Eng- 
land Colleges, most of the independent secondary schools and 
a good sized group of public high schools. The Association 
directs itself to a wide variety of educational projects but it 
is most interested in improving the standards of secondary 
education and in building an effective working relationship 
between the schools and colleges. Member schools must be 
re-evaluated every 10 years. We are faced with this problem 
in the very near future. This will consist of evaluating our 
entire program and plant in order to get an objective picture 
of exactly how good a job we are doing in the High School 
in relation to standards of judgment which come from with- 
out. The “Evaluative Criteria for Secondary Schools” is used 
for this purpose. Its use involves a considerable amount of 
work for all teachers and culminates in a three or four day 
visit and final report by a committee of teachers and adminis- 
trators from other schools. 


2. A formal guidance program was started in Hopkins 
Academy this year. 


3. An auto-driving instruction car was acquired through 
the generosity of Blyda’s Motor Sales, Inc. 


4. Landscaping of the school grounds and the parking 
area was completed at Hopkins Academy. 
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5. Russell School heating system has been converted to 
oil. Now all of our school buildings are heated by oil. 


6. Extensive roof repairs including 2 new porch roofs 
have been put on at Russell School. 


7. The toilets and basement at Hooker and Russell 
Schools have been painted. 


8. The play area at Russell School has been improved 
by removing the stumps on the south side of the building. 


9. A new sidewalk was built on the south side of Hooker 
School. 


10. Curtains were installed in the two first grade rooms 
to prevent sun glare. 


11. Sixty-eight kindergarten youngsters registered and 
were adequately accommodated. This, however, will necessi- 
tate a third first grade teacher for next year. 


Conclusion 


The Superintendent of Schools is grateful to those civic 
organizations and town departments that have helped the 
schools during the past year. He is also aware of the profes- 
sional unity and harmony that has made possible the educa- 
tional achievements of 1956. The entire personnel has been 
loyal and conscientious in its efforts. The School Committee 
has assumed a sympathetic and helpful attitude toward the 
problems of the department. The education of our boys and 
girls has been the direct objective of all concerned. Every 
citizen should have an interest in our schools because the 
education of our youth has a direct bearing upon the welfare 
of our community and our nation. 

We solicit the continued support of the Town of Hadley 
for the improvement of the educational opportunities for our 
Hadley boys and girls.

To the Superintendent and the School Committee. 


I have the honor to present herewith the report of the 


work of your school health program for the year from Sep- 
tember 1955 to June 1956. 


The following is a summarized report on our Hearing 


Conservation Program activities for the school year Septem- 
ber 1955—June 1956.

The following is a summarized report on our Vision Con- 


servation Program activities for the school year September 
1955 to 1956.

Total number of children tested via Mass. Vision Test was 
619. 


2. Grades tested were 1 through 12. 


. Total number of children who failed Mass. vision test on 


retest was 30. 


. Of the children who failed Mass. vision test on retest, the 


number of children who were seen by an eye specialist 
was 28. 
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There were 64 seniors and juniors who were x-rayed at 
the T.B. Clinic at school. At this time the teachers, janitors 
and the cafeteria workers were x-rayed. Three students were 
referred for x-rays after their physical examinations and 3 
needed to be re-x-rayed. 


Grades 1, 4, 7 and 11 received their annual physical ex- 
aminations in a manner complying with the State require- 
ments. 


A special examination for students in upper grades who 
are entering competitive sports were given in the early part 
of the year by our School Physician, Dr. Maurice T. Kennedy. 
The total number of physical examinations given our stu- 
dents was 306. 


There was an average of 74 pupils who were referred to 
the school nurse for first aid and sudden illnesses in one 
month. This is an average of about 740 pupils who were seen 
by your school nurse. Many of these pupils were then re- 
ferred to Dr. Kennedy. 


Measles are one of the commonest diseases of childhood, 
one of the most communicable and therefore the hardest to 
control. Measles do not kill but are often complicated by 
pneumonia. Don’t send a child to school with fever and a 
head cold. 


We have had the following communicable diseases in 
our school for the school year September 1955 to 1956. 


Measles 95 
German Measles 139 
Chicken pox 43 


Immunization clinics were held for immunization against 
poliomyelitis, diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus. 


The school health program is receiving increased em- 
phasis in the field of Public Health. Within the past two 
years, committees made up of representatives of nationwide 
public health, educational, medical, dental, nursing and nu- 
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trition organizations have published policies and program 
outlines in the field. State and local medical societies are 
showing increased interest in the school medical program. 


An effective health program must start at the begin- 
ning of life and continue throughout its duration. Thus, 
school health is not a separate entity, but is a part of a com- 
plete health program. One of the purposes for which the 
school health program is planned is the promotion of health 
consciousness in the pupils and in the school staff. 


Your school nurse spends three hours a day in the 
school. Without the understanding of your School Superin- 
tendent it would be impossible to carry out the increasingly 
active programs of health.

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FINAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The New Secondary School Building Committee, has 
completed their labors in regard to constructing and origi- 
nally equipping the new School, the School Committee for- 
mally accepted the building and grounds on December 10, 
1956. 

The project was of long duration, and it seemed to the 
five man working committee that there were never ending 
bills to be signed and decisions to be made. Countless meet- 
ings were held over various problems. The final audit was a 
major project in itself, each bill had to be checked for re- 
quired signatures and the check number placed on it, before 
sending to the State authorities for final audit. The School 
building commission has informed us that their audit is com- 
plete and that the Town will begin to receive the State share 
of the Bond issue payments, this year. Two payments were 
received by the Town during the time that the building was 
under construction, and two more are due this year, the 1956 
and 1957 payments. The third payment was held up pending 
final audit as the first two payments were based on estimates 
of cost. The third payment would have to wait until exact 
figures would be on hand, as the job was almost complete. 

The cost of the building and the ground development 
was, $532,627.02, and land acquisition cost was $12,000.00 

It did not seem to be the duty of the building committee 
to arrange for a formal dedication of the New School, as is 
usually done in all communities. The building committee ar- 
ranged for the ceremonies of laying the corner stone, which 
was well attended by interested parties, the clergy, students, 
Trustees, Committee members and general public.
